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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In line 6 of Claim 5, the word -on — has been inserted after the phrase "and is 
thereby superimposed" so that the claim is grammatically correct and matches the same 
language to this effect added in Claim 1 ; and 

In line 7 of Claim 5 the word -and — has been added before the phrase "at least 
one additional control system" again, so that the claim is grammatically correct and 
matches similar language to this effect added in Claim 1 . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While U.S. Patent No. 6,648,426 to Boettiger et al discloses both a steering 
booster process and system for a motor vehicle having a steering arrangement for the 
input of a set steering variable by a driver, travel sensors, a steering control system 
configured to determine a steering control variable dependent upon the outputs from the 
travel sensors, and a brake control system configured to evaluate steering control 
system information for braking wheels of the vehicle, Boettiger et al '426 does not 
disclose that the braking control system operates to evaluate the set steering variable 
overlapped by the steering control variable from the steering control system. In other 
words, as applicant has stated in his remarks filed August 9, 2005, Boettiger et al 
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supplies a set steering signal to the brake controller, while applicant's invention provides 
a signal to the brake control system which includes not only the set steering signal but 
also the overlapped or superimposed steering control variable as well. 

It is for this reason that applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record.
